By  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  year  of  28  paupers  chargeable  to  the  Parish  of 
Birmingham,  and  15  chargeable  to  outlying  Parishes  ;  a  decrease 
of  5  chargeable  to  Aston  Union,  of  2  to  King’s  Norton  Union,  of  2 
to  Birmingham  Borough,  and  1  to  Private  Patients  ;  making  the 
increased  number  of  Patients  in  the  Asylum  in  the  year  83. 

The  daily  average  number  of  Patients  resident  in  the  year 
was  532. 

Of  the  208  Patients  admitted,  34  were  Private  Patients  ;  and  32 
had  been  previously  in  this  Asylum.

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During  the  year  the  sum  of  £1,924.  18s.  Id.  has  been  expended 
for  Land,  Building,  and  Improvements  of  the  Asylum,  from  surplus 
money  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  derived  from  charges  made  for 
lodgings,  &c.,  of  private  Patients,  and  Patients  not  belonging  to  the 
Borough  of  Birmingham  :  a  detailed  statement  of  this  expenditure 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

The  charge  per  week  for  Patients  of  the  Borough  has  been 
8s.  6d. ;  for  Out-Borough  Patients  14s. ;  and  for  Private  Patients 
8s.  9 d.  to  21s. 

The  estimated  value  of  work  done  by  the  Patients  in  the  year 
is  £978.  Is.  8 d.,  the  average  number  employed  being  306. 

Divine  Service  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Institution  was  regularly 
performed,  and  the  average  number  of  Patients  present  through  the 
year  was  318.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  to  such  of 
the  Patients  as  were  capable  of  receiving  the  same  by  the  Chaplain, 
at  the  periods  prescribed  by  the  rules  of  the  Asylum. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  much  inconvenience  was  expe¬ 
rienced  from  the  failure  of  water  in  the  well  of  the  Asylum,  and 
although  for  a  period  a  partial  supply  was  obtained  from  the  well  of 
the  Borough  Prison,  the  quantity  required  for  both  Establishments 
was  too  great  for  the  supply  so  obtained  ;  your  Committee  therefore 
made  arrangements  with  the  Birmingham  Waterworks  Company. 

Several  important  works  connected  with  the  Institution  have  been 
completed  this  year.  A  new  dormitory  for  19  beds  over  part  of  one 
of  the  front  galleries  for  female  patients  ;  a  new  and  spacious  day 
room  to  gallery  No.  9  for  female  imbeciles  ;  several  of  the  galleries 
for  male  patients,  and  the  passages  throughout  that  side  the  house? 
have  been  relaid  with  Minton  and  Company’s  patent  tile  ;  a  chimney 
stack  107  feet  high  erected  ;  and  in  the  Laundry  washhouse  sundry 
additions  and  alterations,  and  an  iron  drying  closet  added  in  connec¬ 
tion  to  the  closet  before  in  use,  that  being  too  small  for  the  increased 
number  of  patients.  These  works  have  principally  been  done  by 
tender,  and  are  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee. 
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With  reference  to  the  Pauper  Patients  in  the  Asylum  not  belong¬ 
ing  to  Birmingham  (of  which  there  are  60),  your  Committee  have 
received  intimation  that  those  chargeable  to  Lincoln  Asylum  (28  in 
number)  will  be  removed  about  Midsummer  next ;  and  with  reference 
to  the  Patients  not  Paupers,  the  subject  of  their  admission  has  re¬ 
ceived  the  careful  attention  of  your  Committee,  and  while  they  would 
prefer  that  the  accommodation  given  to  this  class  of  patients  should 
be  reserved  for  Paupers  only,  they  are  of  opinion  that  this  ought  not 
be  until  some  other  Asylum  is  provided  in  which  the  middle  class 
inhabitants  of  Birmingham  may  obtain  the  reception  of  such  of  their 
relatives  as  are  afflicted  with  insanity.  So  great  is  the  want  of  an 
institution  for  this  class,  that  many  persons  who  would  prefer  paying 
for  the  treatment  of  their  friends  as  private  patients,  are  compelled 
to  make  themselves  paupers  in  order  to  obtain  admission  for  them 
through  the  Parish.  Your  Committee  are  therefore  of  opinion  that 
to  deprive  this  class  of  persons  of  the  advantages  granted  to  paupers 
would  be  an  injustice. 

Messrs.  Foster  and  Gaskell,  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  made  an 
official  visit  to  the  Asylum  in  May  last,  and  in  their  Report  on  the 
condition  of  the  Institution  they  say — 

“Of  the  state  of  the  several  Galleries,  day-rooms,  dormitories, 
and  single  sleeping  rooms  in  this  Asylum,  it  is  difficult  to 
speak  too  highly.” 

Other  Visitors  through  the  year,  competent  to  form  an  opinion  on 
this  subject,  have  also  expressed  their  approval  of  the  arrangements 
and  general  state  of  the  Institution,  speaking  in  the  highest  terms 
of  the  provisions  made  for  the  alleviation  of  the  afflicted  inmates, 
and  the  homelike  comforts  introduced  for  their  gratification. 

During  the  year  your  Committee  have  made  change  in  the  dietary 
by  giving  meat  for  dinner  on  the  Saturdays  in  place  of  soup.  This 
change  was  well  received  by  the  Patients,  as  many  of  them  could  not 
take  soup  ;  occasionally  the  dinner  consists  of  fish,  poultry,  and 
sometimes  hares  or  rabbits  in  place  of  butchers’  meat, — the  market 
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in  Birmingham  sometimes  affording  opportunity  of  procuring  these 
things  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  that  of  meat. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  staff  of  Attendants 
through  the  year,  the  principal  cause  with  the  men  was  intoxication ; 
one  male  attendant  was  ordered  to  he  prosecuted  for  striking  a 
patient,  and  fined  T2  hy  the  Magistrates,  another  was  discharged 
for  a  similar  offence. 

The  present  staff  of  Officers,  of  which  there  has  been  no  change 
(with  the  exception  of  the  Chaplain)  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum, 
continue  to  deserve  the  confidence  of  the  Committee. 

The  Asylum  in  its  present  state  has  accommodation  for  585 
patients,  and  when  the  remaining  works  ordered  to  be  done  are  com¬ 
pleted,  the  total  of  beds  for  patients  will  be  600. 

For  several  years  past  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  have  re¬ 
corded  their  opinion  that  a  second  Medical  Officer  should  be  engaged, 
and  the  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  time  is  now  come  when  the 
appointment  should  be  made — salary  not  to  exceed  T70  per  annum 
with  rations.

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 

TO  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS. 

CrENTLEMEN, 

During  the  year  which  has  just  expired  20B  patients  were 
admitted,  of  whom  34  were  private  and  174  pauper  patients ;  wdiich, 
together  with  the  514  remaining  at  the  termination  of  1863,  make 
a  total  of  722  who  were  under  treatment  during  the  year.  Thirty  - 
tw7o  were  re-admissions,  twenty  of  them  after  discharge  on  recovery. 
The  average  daily  number,  including  those  absent  on  trial,  was 
534,  shewing  an  increase  of  49  over  the  daily  average  of  the 
previous  year.  The  lowest  number,  which  was  in  January,  was 
514, — the  highest,  which  was  in  December,  was  554. 

The  number  of  private  patients  admitted  would  have  been  much 
larger  if  there  had  been  room  for  them.  In  all  parts  of  the  kingdom 
there  is  a  want  of  Asylum  accommodation  for  the  middle  classes,  and 
nowhere  more  so  than  in  Birmingham.  The  very  poor  are  amply 
provided  for  by  the  Borough  and  County  Asylums,  whilst  the  wealthy 
can  always  obtain  at  a  well-regulated  private  Establishment,  or  at 
home,  the  necessary  appliances  for  the  treatment  of  their  insane 
friends  ;  but  for  the  intermediate  classes — those  above  pauperism, 
but  whose  means  are  not  equal  to  the  demands  of  a  private  Asylum — 
the  provision  is  very  limited  indeed.  In  order  to  give  some  idea  of 
the  number  of  insane  persons  thus  unprovided  for,  I  may  mention 
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that  in  the  year  1858,  when  the  Asylum  was  freely  open  to  their 
admission,  78  private  patients  were  received.  In  the  same  year  the 
pauper  admissions  were  96  ;  so  that  the  two  classes  were  not  far- 
from  an  equality  in  point  of  number.  From  this  statement  it  may, 
I  think,  be  safely  inferred  that  Birmingham  and  its  neighbourhood 
could  supply  from  the  classes  alluded  to  something  like  a  hundred 
patients  annually,  to  this,  or  any  other  Institution  which  could  olfer 
suitable  accommodation  for  them  upon  terms  not  beyond  their  means. 

There  were  78  recoveries,  which  is  85  per  cent,  upon  the  ad¬ 
missions, — precisely  the  same  as  in  the  year  1868. 

The  mortality  was  large,  but  less  relatively  than  in  several 
previous  years.  The  number  of  deaths  was  65,  which  is  31  per 
cent,  upon  the  admissions,  and  9  per  cent,  upon  the  total  number 
under  treatment.  The  largest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year,  when  the  general  death  rate  was  high.  In 
January  and  February  there  were  21  deaths,  and  8  in  March,  making 
29  for  the  quarter,  or  nearly  half  of  the  whole  number.  In  the  sub¬ 
sequent  quarters  the  numbers  were  respectively  nine,  thirteen,  and 
fourteen. 

By  a  glance  at  the  Obituary  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  cerebral 
disease,  mostly  of  chronic  character,  was  the  main  cause  in  producing 
the  fatal  results.  In  six  instances  the  immediate  cause  of  death  was 
assigned  to  phthisis,  in  eight  to  pneumonia  and  bronchitis,- — these 
last  occurred  chiefly  in  January. 

% 

In  four  cases  inquests  were  held.  The  first  was  upon  a  paralytic 
patient  who  choked  himself  wThile  eating  some  suet  pudding.  The 
second,  upon  a  man  who  died  suddenly  from  convulsions  caused  by 
softening  of  the  bram  and  inflammation  of  the  stomach.  In  each 
case  the  verdict  of  the  Jury  was  in  accordance  with  the  facts  stated. 

The  third  inquest  was  upon  a  woman,  who  on  the  day  she  came 
accidentally  broke  the  neck  of  her  thigh  bone.  She  lived  nine  days 
only.  The  verdict  in  this  case  was  that  the  patient  “  died  from  the 
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combined  effect  of  arachnitis  and  pneumonia”  (from  which  she  was 
suffering  when  admitted),  “  and  that  her  death  was  hastened  by  the 
fracture.  The  last  inquest  was  upon  a  woman  who  for  nearly  two 
years  had  been  the  subject  of  jaundice.  Fourteen  weeks  before  her 
death  she  had  her  thigh-bone  broken  by  an  epileptic  patient  acci¬ 
dentally  falling  against  her  in  a  fit.  Hence,  though  the  broken  bone 
had  united  firmly,  the  Coroner  considered  it  expedient  to  hold  an 
inquest.  The  verdict  was  “  died  by  the  visitation  of  God  from 
encephaloma  of  the  liver.” 

There  was  no  suicide,  nor  any  serious  attempt  at  one,  although 
61  patients  were  admitted  known  to  have  the  suicidal  propensity. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year,  nearly  through  its  first  quarter, 
catarrhal  affections  were  more  or  less  prevalent,  for  the  most  part 
of  trivial  character,  but  a  few  merged  into  bronchitis  and  pneumonia, 
five  of  which,  occurring  in  subjects  already  debilitated  by  other 
disease,  proved  fatal.  With  this  exception,  the  general  health  of 
the  inmates  was  good,  and  the  sanitary  state  of  the  building  was  well 
maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  Asylum  has  been  again  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  Miss 
Ryland  for  a  present  of  five  pounds  for  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  Library,  which,  notwithstanding  the  additions  from  time  to  time 
made  to  it,  is  still  scarcely  equal  to  the  wants  of  so  large  an 
Establishment. 

The  conduct  of  the  sub -Officers  and  Servants,  as  a  whole,  was 
creditable  to  themselves  and  satisfactory  to  their  superiors.  It  was, 
however,  found  necessary  to  make  an  example  of  one  man,  a  newly- 
engaged  attendant,  for  striking  a  poor  paralytic  patient  in  revenge 
for  an  accidental  kick  received  from  him  the  day  before  :  for  which 
offence  he  was  taken  before  the  Magistrates,  who  adjudged  him  to 
pay  a  fine  which  with  costs  amounted  to  48  shillings,  and  he  was 
of  course  summarily  dismissed. 

The  employment  and  recreation  of  the  patients  were  continued 
pretty  much  on  the  same  scale  as  in  the  preceding  years.  The 
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evening  entertainments  weekly  during  the  five  winter  months  were 
kept  up  regularly,  and  produced  a  vast  amount  of  enjoyment. 

In  January  a  party  of  180,  by  the  kind  permission  of  Mr. 
Simpson,  the  lessee  of  the  Theatre,  went  to  a  morning  performance 
of  the  Christmas  pantomime. 

During  the  year  some  additional  articles  of  furniture,  both  useful 
and  ornamental,  were  introduced  into  the  Asylum,  thereby  still 
further  adding  to  the  cheerfulness  and  the  homelike  appearance  of 
its  various  apartments.  Further  experience  only  tends  to  confirm 
the  opinion  expressed  in  former  reports,  that  these  things  not  only 
promote  the  comfort  and  the  contentment  of  the  patients,  but  that 
in  so  doing  they  contribute  in  no  slight  degree  towards  their  res¬ 
toration  to  mental  health.

CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 

TO  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS  OF  THE  BOROUGH 
LUNATIC  ASYLUM,  BIRMINGHAM. 

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Chaplain  to  your 
excellent  Institution,  I  have  the  gratification  again  to  report  in 
favourable  terms  of  the  general  results  of  my  ministerial  labours 
during  the  past  year ;  and  although  no  event  of  importance  calling 
for  special  observation  has  presented  itself  during  that  period,  yet 
I  may  remark  that  the  ordinary  circumstances  of  the  year  have  been 
of  a  highly  satisfactory  and  interesting  character. 

It  has  been  my  pleasing  duty  to  report  for  many  years  that  my 
efforts  in  the  discharge  of  duty  have  been  kindly  appreciated  both  by 
the  Officers  and  inmates  :  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  the  year  just 
concluded  forms  no  exception  to  the  preceding  ones  ;  I  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  receive  the  same  kind  courteous  attention  and  consideration 
from  the  superior  Officers,  and  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  atten¬ 
dants,  in  my  ministerial  efforts  for  the  moral  and  spiritual  welfare 
of  those  committed  to  my  care  and  instruction. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  make  any  alterations  either  in  the 
time  of  holding  or  the  mode  of  conducting  the  religious  services  in 
the  Chapel,  having  found  that  the  plan  pursued  in  former  years 
worked  harmoniously  with  the  general  regulations  of  the  Institution. 
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I  may  however  remark  that  the  order  of  the  religious  services  in  the 
Chapel  is  as  follows  : — 

On  Sunday  the  service  commences  at  Eleven  a.m.,  and  consists 
of  the  Morning  Prayers  to  the  end  of  the  Litany,  after  which  a  hymn 
is  sung,  and  a  Sermon  preached  adapted  to  the  peculiarities  of  the 
congregation. 

On  Wednesday  morning  Divine  worship  consists  of  the  Litany, 
the  singing  of  a  hymn,  and  the  delivery  of  a  Sermon  or  Bible 
Lecture. 

On  Thursday  morning  at  half-past  Eight  I  read  Prayers  in  the 
Chapel ;  after  service  I  visit  the  courts  and  galleries  in  order  to 
afford  religious  instruction  to  the  various  classes  of  inmates. 

In  the  discharge  of  my  duties  of  Chaplain  I  have  frequently  been 
called  to  minister  at  the  bedside  of  the  sick  and  the  dying,  and  I 
feel  assured  that  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  remark,  that  at  such 
seasons  I  have  observed  with  thankfulness  the  consolatory  influences 
of  religion  in  sustaining  and  comforting  the  suffering  ones  in  their 
affliction,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  instruction  so  im¬ 
parted  has  been  of  lasting  importance  and  benefit  to  many. 

During  the  past  year  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  has 
been  regularly  administered  at  stated  times  to  such  of  the  Officers 
and  inmates  as  were  desirous  of  joining  in  Christian  communion. 

In  the  summer  months  Lectures  and  Readings  have  been  given 
in  the  Hall  by  gentlemen  of  the  town ;  two  of  which  I  had  the 
pleasure  to  deliver,  the  former  upon  “The  Life,  Times,  and  Writings 
of  William  Shakespear,”  the  latter  upon  “  The  History  and  Anti¬ 
quities  of  the  Isle  of  Man.”  The  whole  of  the  lectures  were  listened 
to  with  great  interest  and  evident  pleasure  by  large  audiences. 

The  Library  of  the  Institution  continues  to  be,  as  in  former 
years,  of  great  value,  and  is  very  highly  appreciated  by  the  officers 
and  inmates.  It  has  received  some  valuable  additions  during  the 
past  year  through  the  kind  liberality  of  Miss  Ryland  and  others. 
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I  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  the  continued  liberality  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Religious  Tract  Society.  During  the  past  year 
I  have  received  two  grants,  one  consisting  of  a  parcel  of  valuable 
books  and  tracts,  in  the  summer ;  the  other  recently,  consisting  of 
two  large  packages,  containing  a  valuable  and  useful  collection  of 
the  Society’s  publications,  which,  I  scarcely  need  remark,  will  prove 
highly  acceptable  in  furnishing  reading  calculated  to  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  inmates. 


In  concluding  my  seventh  annual  report,  I  venture  to  assure  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  that  no  means  have  been  left  unemployed 
which  seemed  to  present  opportunities  for  the  moral  and  spiritual 
advancement  of  the  inmates  of  your  valuable  Institution.
